Subject: — Import of Cameras other than Box Cameras falling under S. No. 305/IV 
during April , 1964— March , 1965. 

No. 82-ITC(PN)/G4.—Attention of the importers is invited to the import policy 
given against S. No. 305/IV in Section II of Import Trade Control Policy Book 
for the year April 1964—March 1965 as amended by Public Notices No. 32-ITC 
(PN)/64, dated 21st April 1964 and No. 40-1TC (PN)/64, dated 25th May 1964. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that remark (v) against 
S. No. 305/IV in Section II of the current Red Book may be deemed to have been 
amended as under:-— 

'‘Not more than 20% of the face value of quota licences can be used for 
the import of cameras other than box cameras, costing Rs. 250/- or 
above." 

Subject: —Import of steel files all sorts against the exports of footwear . 

No. 83-ITC(PN) /64.—The Government had decided not; to permit import of 
steel flies all sorts against the export of leather footwear with effect from the 
15th May, 1964 

2. It is, therefore, notified for the information of the trade that licences issued 
with effect from the 15th May, 1964 will not be valid for the items mentioned 
in paragraph 1 above. It is also further advised that in respect of licences which 
have been issued against the export of leather footwear before or after 15th May, 
1964 and against which the import of the items referred to above are not effected 
so far, the licence holders are advised in their own interest not to irqport these 
items as import of these items is completely banned with effect from the 15th 
May, 1964 and to surrender licences to the respective port officers for suitable 
amendment. The imports effected in contravention of this Public Notice will 
be treated as unauthorised and dealt with accordingly.
